Mr. John C. Thurmond, of Gracey, 
\yho8e tobacco beds were destroyed 
by night riders last week, in an in- 
terview with a Kentuckiaii repre- 
sentative, said he would not raise 
a crop this year. He says he could 
pos.sil)ly raise surne late plants by re- 
sowing and ;j:uar(iing his beds, but 
would probably lose his barn after 
the crop was housed. 

Mr, Thurmond says he does not 
know who destroyed his property, 
but he believes it was done by mem- 
bers or supporters of the tobacco as- 
sociation. He says there are no 
representatives of the trust in his 
section and it would b6 impossible 
for any corporation to hire such 
work done without being exposed, 
as a man who would contract to do 
such work would turn against his 
employer whenever it was to his in- 
terest to do so. Mr. Thurmond said 
he had never been threatened, but 
had been given to understand that 
he could not raise a crop outside of 
the association. 

The same night his beds were 
scraped, the bt^ds of George Diu^id 
on the adjoining farm, and Jas. D. 
Blakeley, over in the edge of Trigg 
couiity, were also scraped. Next 
mon)ing> he learned by telephone 
from Gracey that his beds had been

Citiss Can Make More Out of Utilities 
In the Way of Rent Than Opsratlen. 

So far the weight of evidence Is to 
the effect tliat municipalities can make 
more out of municipal utilities In the 
way of rent than in the way of profits. 
Private enterprise can do more with 
them than can municipal ofilciala, and 
the point to which public opinion 
should address itself Is that a f ahr com- 
pensation should be obtained for the 
franchises conferred and that they 
should be so conditioned as to make 
them as beneficial as possible to tho 
public. 

A great danger to which municipal 
operation is exposed in this country is 
that under our system the cost of mai- 
adrnlnistraliou would not be brought 
home to the mass of the people with 
tho force and effect which the English 
cystem of local tnirntion provides, 
while it would certainly tend to create 
an army of employees whose iuterest 
in tho maiiiteuance of tlio system, re- 
gardless of cost, would be apt to cor- 
rupt elections.
